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Continuation of 3. NOTE: At a minimum, the amendment to claim 6, adding "selecting the most potential candidate" has not been 
previously considered and would therefore raises new issues uner 35 USC 112, 2"^ paragraph, as it is not clear what is intended by a 
"potential candidate". What parameters define a nucleotide sequence as a "potential candidate", for instance. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments to the claims fail to overcome 
the outstanding rejections under 35 USC 112. For example, the amendment to claim 6. adding the limitation of step (g) (from orignal claim 
8) fails to overcome the enablement rejection. It Is still not certain how to use the steps of the claim to select a "promising candidate". 
How are the candidates extracted? On what basis are they extracted? Is there a certain level of similarity to the target that needs to be 
obtained In order that the sequences are considered candidates? What are the criteria to be considered a candidate? 
The claims remain rejected and the amendments will not be entered. 
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
